Hoth proposals reasonable 


“Tam in favour of a cease fire, now,” he 
saile—on any terns, Until we pet a cease 
fire the Korean people, vietims of ‘libura- 
tion,” will continue to be crueified on the 
cross of the cold war. 


Mr. Silverman regretted that the Indian 
proposals had been turned down; but he 
also regretted that the Russian proposals 
had been turned down: both were in his 
view reasonable proposals, 
“To suggest that concern for the PoW 
question jig actuated by humanitarian 
motives is just poppyceck,” he centinued. 
“No fighting force has a worse record in re- 
ward te treatment of prisoners than the UN 
forces in Korea. 

*Can it really be possible,” he eouctuded, 
“that rather than deny ta prisoners who 
have voluntarily fought against us, the 
right ta dveide for themselves whether or 
nat they return home, we would lay the 
whole country waste, and risk the mass 
suicide of World War IT?” 

Mr. Guy Eden spoke in defence of United 
Nations’ action. 

He deplored the shaoting of prisoners by 
Onited Nations forees. “But the prisoners 
did have stones,” he added, “and they 
greatly outnumbered their yrunrds.” Tt. waa 
hath unfair and harmfal te confuse panic 
action on the part of very young guards 


He defended the policy of sereening by 
saying thar it had been carried out hy “an 
impartial United Nations afficer.” Out. of 
170,000 prisoners, 70,000 only were willing 
to return. 

“Mr. Traman bas said that he will not 
buy an armistice hy hauding over human 
beings to slavery und slaughter. How ean 
we sem] 100,000 prisoners, many of whom 
hive anid they would commit suiside rather 
than raturn, and who ave in mortal fear a 
the unknown, back to a fate which may be 
aimilap fo that of the dews in Nazi 
Germany?” ,

WN his last “State of the Union” 
message Hx-President Truman 
brought to the forefront certain 


things that weal know, allhough we 
am, tempted to bury the knowledge in 
the recesses of our minds. 


Having made these comments he went on 
to discuss international relationships as 
though the tremendous facks he had pointed 
lo were not there after all, 


Heosaid, “Prom new on man moves info a 
new era of destructive power, capable of 
creating explosions of a new order of mag- 
nitude dwarting the mushroom clouds of 
Hirosnima and Nagasaki.” 

tle also declared that we had not come 
to the end of this process of increasing our 
power of destruction, Progress showed no 
sivns of abating, and “we are being hurried 
furward, in our mastery of the atom, from 
one discovery to another towards yet un- 
foreseeable peaks of destructive power,” 

Although there has been this revolution 
there has been no comparable change in the 
way nations confront caueh olher in inter- 
national affaivs: there has been this stupen- 
doug change in the character of weapons, 
but diplomacy still moves on traditional 
lines--as if it were still operating in a 
world in which these new means of nation- 
wide destruction did wot exist. 


Similarly diplomatic exchanges are still 
based ultimately an the measuring of des- 
tructive force against destructive force 
(described in the new catchwords as “ nego- 
Liation from strength’) despite the absur- 


dity of assessing competing power to 
destroy. 
Policies founded on the axiom. “Ef you 


would have peace prepare for war” have 
never yel. brought a century of peace. 

The most it has been possible for such 
policies to achieve has been a few years of 
uneasy freedom from oa “shooting war” 
until those whe were to be cowed by the 
preparations have been able to make ready 
in toeir turn. 

We face destruction if we do not get rid 
af war once and for all. The continuation 
of the traditional armaments competition in 
ite new field of atomic preparation is a 
piece of blind insanity. We must find a 


new approach to peuce if there is to be any | 


chance of life for children and = our 
ehildren’s ehildren. 

Already when those atomie bombs were 
dropped in Japan it was known theoretically 
that the creation of the hydregen bamb wags 
possible, Nevertheless it was not developed 
tnd manufactured for same yenrs. It was 
felt by the American Government that their 
pousession of the atom bomb pave a sufti- 


cient ascendaney over Lhe rest of the world.

{nstead, the active preparation of the 
hydrogen bomb immediately came on to the 
American agenda, and when a few months 
dater the Korean war was launched, the 
Ameriean Government made the necessary 
finangial allocations for the preparation of 
the hydrogen bomb, tested Jast November 
at [Eniwetok. 

It may be taken for granted that the 
Russians have learned quite n deal from the 
Eniwetuk test ag well as the Americans: 
and doubtless, just as Russia set about 
mutehing American preparation with the 
atoin bomb, it is new proceeding with its 
own endeavour to ervate the hydrogen bomb. 

In the meantime Great Britain has had 
to demonsirate that it is not entirely free 
of suspicions of Amerien as well as of 
Russia. and it bas loudly acclaimed ita suc- 
easy with the atom bomb at Monte Bello. 
No doult Britain also is now engaged in 
the second lap of the atomic race; after 
which the nations will pass on ta a new 
phase of wovld-meniucing discovery, 

‘There ig ahead of us a long hard test of 
streneth and stamina,” said Mr. ‘Proman, 
halween the Cree world and the Communist 
domuin.” 

Mr, ‘Truman had himself already shown 
that this is not the kind of test we have to 
face at all.

very important political saferuard. 


Who is in control? 


As Mr. ‘Pruman reminded us in his fare- 
well address he accepted the responsibility 
of deciding to use the atom bomb against 
Japan. 

Whether the reasons he gives were the 
only ones, millions do net share his confi- 
dence that the riecision was right. Thourh 
Mr. Truman may now say that the use of an 
ultimatum followed by an atom bomb to 
solve the present confliet would be ineon- 
sistent with the principles which America 
seeks to defend, he was prepared tuo say 
previously that the end justified the means. 


It would obviously be very much better 
for the human race that such a respon- 
sibility should not rest on one man and that 
Britain should have a right of veto, par- 
ticularly since she is so intimately con- 
cerned in the consequences. 

Though the legal ownership of Americi’s 
atom hombs ntuy rest with the U.S. gevern- 
ment the atone plants are owned and 
operated by bir business—the General Elec- 
tvie Company, Union Carbide aval Carbon 
Company and Dui Pont being the owners 
of the three main plants. 

Not. oply so but of the five members of 
the Atomic Enerey Commission four are 
nssocinted with biz trusts. 

It is pertinent to ask how far this fact

(HEE LUTHULI, an Afriean Christian 

pacifist and member of the FeHowship

Grow was convicted on two countse-im- 
properly recording: secret. information and 
Sailing to adttepuard classified information 
properly, He was sentenced to a reprimand 
and auapension from command of troops 
for six months, 


He continued, however, to draw a Major- 
General's salary and wis, a month after 
hia conviction, assigned to the Army Hia- 
torlenl Office. 


Contrast this mild punishment with a 
ten-year sentence of hard labour given to 
an American private, Warren McConnell, 
for falling asleep while an guard on the 
Korean front. The 20-year-old infantry- 
man hud been on duty for sixty-eight 
hours prior to the incident, with only two 
hears’ sleep.

KOREA: THE REJECTION OF 
THE INDIAN PROPOSALS _ .

ae: soviet Union and the Peking 
rovernment rejected the Indian 
rroposals for a Korean armistice, 


Have they any justifieation? 


Moy. Vyshinsky said that the most ins. 
portant thing was an immediate cease fire 
in Korea, and that no provision for this 
wag made in the Indian proposals. 


The Chinese rovernment nmide ao state- 
ment, supporting the Soviel proposal and 
also reallirmed the stand maintained by 
the Chinese delegntes at the Panmunijom 
truce talks that the repatriation should be 
in accordance with the Ganeva convention 
and with international practice. 


This is not the first time that My, Vyshin- 
sky bas called for a cease fire in’ Koren. 
Hoe did so on January 4, 1952 at the UN 
Assembly in Paris, when he called for a 
special meeting af the Seeurity Council to 
canshder measuves for bringing it about. 
Again on October 6, at the Assembly in 
New York he proposed an immediate 
vessalion of hostilities. 

It has been said that Russia ang China 
do nok really wish the war to end; then 
why ig & cease fire proposed? Tf dt is sup 
gested that the proposal is only made he- 
cause it is known that it will not be ac- 
cepted, this is really a condemnation of the 
Western powers. 

The logieal process is, first a cease fire 
and then a eonsideration of the repatria- 
tign of the prisoners. The United Nations 
have stood for what they haye called vol- 
untary, as upgainsl, forced repatriation.

How would we have felt if we had heen 
told that there were large numbers of 
British prisoners who were unwilling to be 
repatriated? 

Would we not question this stnte of 
affairs? Would we not be justified in 
wondering if some questionmg under pros- 
sure had tuken place?
